On Sunday, July 7, my husband, 
David Atkins, passed away. 

Dave (as almost everyone called 
him) was the editor and publisher of 
this paper, which he founded four 
years ago out of his deep sense of 
commitmenttoourcommunity. He felt 
that the residents of Romulus would 
enjoy areal"hometown" newspaper; 
one which focused on local events 
not usually covered by publications 
concernedwithmore "dramatic" news 
onawiderscale of coverage. He also 
believedthatsuch anewspaper could 
be used as a vehicle to benefit the 
community, serving as a"watchdog" 
of civic affairs. He tried to use his 
agressive, opinionated style of writ- 
ing to get residents involved in their 
city and make it a better place tolive. 
He was proud of how well the Paper 
was receivedby so many readers, and 
proud, too, of all the things that he 
helped to accomplish. 

| don't mean to imply that Dave 
was a Saint. His combativeness was 
not popularwith everyone, andhewas 
often the center of controversy. Al- 
though he was sometimes criticized 


for his editorial style of writing, Dave 
never backed down. He often told us 
that it didn't matter whether people 
agreedwith his opinionornot, aslong 
as they had an opinion of their own. 
He believedthat apathy was the worst 
of socialdiseases, andhe hoped that 
his articles would incite more people 
to think, and then act. 

As most of you know, tne pub- 
lishing of this newspaper was a fam- 
ily endeavor, and, now that Dave is 
gone, his family intends to continue 
workingonthe dreamthatwas so dear 
tohim. Although "the little paper" will 
never again have the fiery style that 
was so uniquely his, it will continue 
to be a watchdog for the citizens of 
Romulus anda source of information 
about the community. 

Regular readers of The Romulus 
Newswill probably have noticed our 
new banner at the top of this page. 
This banner was Dave's birthday gift 
to "the little paper," marking the be- 
ginning of our fifth year of publica- 
tion. We hope that it will serve as a 
reminder of his love for the commu- 
nity that was his home for so many 
years.0 





FBI Drops Charges of Bank Fraud and Embezzlement 
Against Associated News President David Willett

Charges of bank fraud and em- 
bezzlement against the president of 
Associated News, David Willett, have 
beendropped by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI). 

Willett had been charged by the 
FBI a few weeks ago because of al- 
leged check kiting. The Wayne- 
Westland Federal Credit Union was

the institution that tipped off the FBI 
to what they believed was Willett's 
kiting of checks. 


The FBI's JohnAnthony saidthey , 


were charging that Willett had caused 
the First of America Bank—Wayne to 
lose in excess of $30,000. 

In the last issue of this paper, | 
reported that the FBI said they were 
going to pursue the criminalcomplaint 


charges against Willett because of 
informationthat was obtainednotonly 
before butalso after Willett had been 
charged and released on personal 
bond. 

Willett had saidin an official state- 
mentthat he had never written acheck 
that he didnotorcould notcover, and 
that no bank orlending institution had 
lost any money because of him. 


The FBI saidthatthe charges have 
all been dropped as of now, but they 
did leave the door openforapossible 
grand jury investigation into the alle- 
gations involving Willett. 

David Willett is the president of 
the Associated Newspapers and his 
wife, Sue, is the editor. Associated _ 
Newspapers publishes six city papers, 
including The Romulus Roman. Q

| know of anotherwho has agood 
job, but likes to run aroundwith other 
women and forgets that he has awife 
and children at home. What makes 
the matter even worse is that the fe- 
male (s) he runs with are aware that 
heis married and haschildren. They, 
to, have good jobs. 

know of another young man who 
has achild but can't or won't live with 
the mother of his child; as a conse- 
quence, she is also receiving Assis- 
tance. | know of many young adults 
in the same situation. 

|wonderwhere they received their 
moralteaching from? It certainly was 
not from any church that | am aware 
of. Is their choice of values the result 
of peer pressure? It's cool to get a 
girl pregnant, or get pregnant, be- 
cause that's what everyone else is 
doing. 

Are parents too busy to teach their 
children the morals that they were, 
perhaps, taught as young adults? 


As | said earlier, it is usually the 
babies who suffer the most from be- 
ing brought up by asingle parentora 
pair of parents where one just does 
not care what happens to his or her 
childrenas long ashe orshe canhave 
agoodtime. 

Itis asad situation when the jails 
are so full of dope addicts, murder- 
ers, rapists, etc. Itis too bad that the 
parents of childrenwho don'ttake care 
of their kids cannot be put in jail and 
forced to work to take care of their 
responsibilities, insteadof makingthe 
taxpayers do it for them while they 
enjoy theirdrinking, sex parties, drug 
taking, and other things too numer- 
ous to mention in one article. 

lreally don't like to get startedon 
subjects like this, but there comes a 
time whenit mustbe done periodically. 

Neithermy children, yourchildren, 
noranyone else's children shouldbe 
allowed to get by with some of the 
things they do, and | blame most of 
the problems on us-as parents. We 
get too busy to notice that Johnny or 
June is staying out too late at night; 
too busy to notice thatthey come home 
with booze on their breath; too busy 
to notice the friends that they hang 
out with; too busy to notice that the 
peculiar way they are acting may in- 
dicate that there is a drug problem. 
We get too involved in our own ca- 
teers and trying to make a living to 
notice many things that we shouldbe 
paying attention to. The final result 
is pregnant daughters who are only 
12, 13, 14, and 15 years old, and fa- 
thers the same age. 

When do we notice it? When it is 
too late! When do we decide that we 
should do something about it? When 
it is too late! When should we have 
started doing something about it? The 
day they were born! 

Onthe otherhand, because of the 
way that the judicial system works 
these days, there are many areas of 
raising a child that you can do abso- 
lutely nothing about. The systemsays 
that you are responsible for your 
children's actions, but when you try 
to do something about them, you are 
told that you can't! Sending a childto 
bedwithout suppercan possibly cause 
you to be brought to court for child 
abuse. Spanking achildonits behind 
can cause you to be brought to court 
for child abuse. Did you know that, if 
you forbidone of your childrento see 
one of his friends and you tell your 
child's friend that he is no longer al- 
lowed onyour property, but your child 
asks that friend into yourhouse while 
you are gone, there is nothing you 
can do about it? | know because it 
happened to me. 

So, what is it that you do? 


| do know that, if my parents had 
found out that | had caused a girl to 
get pregnant, |wouldhavebeen forced 
to take care of my obligations to both 
the motherandbaby aslongas|lived 
in my parents' home. | also know that, 
if my motherorfather haddiscovered 
|was running around on my wife, and 


she was taking care of my child or 
children while | was doing the run- 
ning around, | probably would have 
been disowned and inneedofreplac- 
ing a couple of teeth. 

Whenchildren play adult games, 
it's nothing more than Russian roul- 
lette —- mostly forthe babies. Q 


Arson Grant Approved 


All information submitted by William 
Faust, State Senator for the 12th 
District 

State Senator William Faust (D- 
Westland) and State Representative 
JamesA.Kosteva(D-Canton) recently 
announced the approval of an Arson 
Prevention Grant for the City of 
Romulus from the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Agrant of $4,000 
has been approved for arson investi- 
gation, training, and equipment. 

"This grant will go a long way 
towards assisting the community 
against the threat of arson," Faust 
stated. 

"Romulus has been recognized 
by the State forits efficient and inno- 
vative programs which deter arson. 
This grant is evidence of that," said 
Kosteva. 

The applicationwas submitted to 
the Department of Commercelastfall. 
After reviewing all the applicants, 
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decisions were made in January. The 
grants had been frozen by the ad- 
ministration until the recent budget 
settlement.

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"Memories" Is NowaMemory Resident To Attend Conference

At 5:23 on the morning of Tues- 
day, July 2, the Romulus Fire Depart- 
mentrespondedto acallatthe north- 
east corner of Ecorse and Wayne 
roads, where Memories Lounge is 
located. The recently renovated res- 
taurant/nightclub, formerly knownas 
PJ's, had been doing a booming busi- 
ness thanks to owner Al Acker's con- 
certed advertising campaign promot- 
ing its new image and "oldies" music 
format. 

The Department responded with 
two front-line pumpers (large trucks 
that carry water hoses and person- 
nel) and two rescue vehicles. Upon 
their arrival, firemen found flames 
coming through the roof at the build- 
ing's northend, whichwas constructed 
primarily of wood. Hose lines were 
readied andfour ofthe firefighterstried 
to perform an "interior attack,” but 
"flashover" (flames coming out of the 
ceiling area) made conditions too 
hazardous, and they were called to 
retreat. By this time, the fire hadspread 
to the main part of the building, and 
the roof and ceiling were falling in. 

After the retreat, an “exterior at- 
tack" was mounted on the blaze. A 
"tele squirt" truck (this is aladder truck 
with a nozzle mounted on it) was 
dispatched to the scene, along with 
more firemen. In the meantime, the 


collapse of the roof and ceiling was 
causing the building's interior to be- 
come completely gutted. 

Atonepoint, fireman Eric Huston 
of Station #2 was overcome by heat 
and exhaustion after becoming de- 
hydrated due tothe intense heatfrom 
the fire. He was treated andreleased 
from Annapolis Hospital at approxi- 
mately 7 a.m. the same day, and is 
now doing fine. 

The fire scene was supervised by 
Battalion Chief Bill Daughenbaugh. 
Fire Chief William Greenslait and Fire 
Marshal David Allison arrived at ap- 
proximately 5:40 a.m. 

The Romulus firefighters fought 
the blaze forthree hours before itwas 
brought under control. A total of 23 
firemen were called to the scene 
during the course of thefire. The State 
Fire Marshal Agency, agents of the 
State Department of Alcohol, Tobac- 
co, and Firearms, anddetectivesfrom 
the Romulus Police Departmentwere 
also summoned. 

The cause of the fire, which did 
an estimated $100,000 or more in 
damage, is still under investigation. 
Acker, the owner of Memories, says 
thatthe club wasinsured, andhe plans 
to rebuild it as soon as possible. 

Greenslait and Allison wish to 
commend their men for their excel- 
lent efforts to control the fire. Q 








Albert Harris of Romulus has been 
selected to attend the 1991 National 
Young Leaders Conference from July 
23 to July 28, 1991, in Washington, D.C. 
Having demonstrated leadership, citi- 
zenship, and academic achievement, 
Albert will be among 350 outstanding 
high-school students from across the 
Nation at the conference, which is spon- 
sored by the Congressional Youth Lead- 
ership Council. 

Albert is presently attending Rom- 
ulus High School. His activities within 
the school include serving as president 
of the Students Against Driving Drunk 
(SADD) Chapter for the past three years 
and being a percussionist in the Sym- 
phony Band. 

On May5, 1991, Albert received the 
Congressional Medal of Merit for Out- 
standing Youth. This award was present- 
ed to Albert by Congressman William D. 
Ford for outstanding community service. 

Albert is also a member of the Civil 
Air Patrol (CAP). The CAP is the official 
auxiliary of the United States Air Force. 
This organization presents youths with 
the opportunity to learn the ways of the 
military, and it also gives them a chance 
to learn important lessons in the area of 
Emergency Services and Aerospace 
Education. Through this organization, in 
January, Albert was presented with the 
Billy Mitchell award. This award is pre- 
sented to cadets who have progressed 
through the ranks of the program and 
officially become an officer. 

The theme of the National Young 
Leaders Conference is "The Leaders of 
Tomorrow Meeting the Leaders of To- 
day." Throughout the uniquely designed 
six-day conference, Albert will meet with 
key leaders and newsmakers from the 
three branches of government, the me- 
dia, and the diplomatic corps. 

Highlights of Albert's week in Wash- 
ington will include welcoming remarks 
fromamember of Congress onthe Floor 


of the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, a lobbying seminar, and a 
panel discussion led by prominent jour- 
nalists atthe National Press Club. Albert 
will explore executive-branch decision- 
making in a simulation entitled "If | were 
President." In addition, Albert will attend 
a college preparation seminar and re- 
ceive information about the admissions 
process from various university repre- 
sentatives. Albert will also visit the diplo- 
matic embassy of either Saudi Arabia, 
Denmark, Indonesia, Czechoslovakia, 
Yemen, France, or Morocco. 

Albert will meet with Senator Carl 
Levin, Senator Donald W. Riegle, Rep- 
resentative William D. Ford, or desig- 
nated congressional staff members. 
These meetings provide an opportunity 
to discuss important policy issues and 
focus on topics of state and local con- 
cern. Culminating the National Young 
Leaders Conference will be the "Mock 
Congress on Gun Control," during which 
scholars assume the roles of United 
States representatives by debating, lob- 
bying, and voting on proposed handgun 
legislation. 

Founded in 1985, the Council is a 
nonprofit, nonpartisan educational or- 
ganization committed to recognizing 
outstanding youth like Albert and provid- 
ingthemwith a"hands-on" civiclearning 
experience in the Nation's capital. Over 
325 members of the United States Con- 
gress join in the commitment to educa- 
tional excellence as members of the 
Council's Honorary Congressional Board 
of Advisors. ;

A police officer, for reasons of 
safety, may request adriverorapas- 
sengerto step fromavehicle andoff 
onto the shoulder of the road during 


a routine traffic stop. The police offi- | 


cer may search the automobile with- 
out a warrant where the automobile 
legitimately has been stopped by the 
police andthe police officer has prob- 


able cause to conductthe search. The 


search may include every part of the 
vehicle andits contents that may con- 
ceal the object of the search. "Prob- 
able cause" exists whenfacts and cir- 
cumstances would warrant a person 
of reasonable prudence to believe that 
the vehicle contains evidence of a 
crime. 

A consumer, in a credit transac- 
tion in which a lien is put on the 
consumer's residence, has the right 
to rescind the transaction until mid- 
night of the third business day follow- 
ing the consummation of the transac- 
tion; consummation occurs atthe time 
thatthe consumerbecomes contrac- 
tually obligated on the transaction.

CAD Provides Businesses 
with Tax Relief

Small-business owners will benefit 
greatly from legislation recently passed 
by the Michigan Legislature, revising 
the State's Single Business Tax Capital 
Acquisition Deduction (CAD) to provide 
new and existing small firms with signifi- 
cant tax relief. K 

Since a State Court of Appeals rul- 
ing in February expanded the CAD to 
allow businesses to deduct their capital 
expenditures in other states from their 
Michigan taxes, the State budget has 
suffered a $300-million shortfall. 

Under the CAD agreement passed 
in the Legislature, small businesses will 
benefit from changes in the Single Busi- 
ness Tax (SBT) filing thresholds. Cur- 
rently, businesses with gross receipts of 
less than $40,000 do not have to file an 
SBT return. In 1991, the threshold will 
increase to $60,000; then, in 1992, it will 
rise to $100,000. These provisions will 
provide $10 million in tax relief for small 
businesses, saving them administrative 
costs as well. 

The CAD agreement allows a busi- 
ness to apportion its deduction and tax 
base using an equally weighted three- 
factor formula of payroll, property, and 
sales in Michiganin the 1990 tax year. In 
the 1991 and 1992 tax years, the for- 
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mula will change to 30% of payroll and 
property, and 40% sales. In 1993, the 
formula will again change, to 25% each 
for payroll and property, and 50% for 
sales. 

The legislation provides that, if a 
petition drive currently underway in the 
State collects enough signatures to al- 
low State voters to repeal the CAD and 
use it to fund property-tax relief, the 
State Treasurer would be required to set 
up a special account for the revenues. 
The House Democratic Property Tax- 
cut Plan, currently awaiting Senate ap- 
proval, would use revenues generated 
by repealing the CAD to finance home- 
owners relief. 

The $1.1-billion House Property Tax- 
cut Plan would exempt the first $30,000 
of a home's market value from all local 
school operating taxes, not to exceed a 
50% reduction of the school tax obliga- 
tion. It would freeze 1992 assessments 
at 1991 levels, ameasure already signed 
into law. It also would provide additional 
homestead tax credits for renters, low- 
income seniors, and disabled residents. 

By resolving the CAD, the Legis- 
lature has repaired a $300-million budget 
shortfall and laid the groundwork for 
significant property-tax relief. Small busi- 
nesses, the heart of Michigan's economic 
growth, also will benefit fromthe changes 
in the SBT filing requirements. Q

By this time, itwasclose to 11 p.m. 
| told everyone the good news: they 
could come to Romulus, which was 
justupthe road, andgetagoodnight's 
rest. | think that the bus driver was 
really glad to hear that because he 
was being pressured to drive all the 
way back to Arkansas that night, but 
he explained that he hadn't slept in 
two days. 

Afterloadingthemselves and their 
belongings into the bus andtheircars, 
everyone followed metothe Romulus 
Holiday Inn. By 12:30.a.m., everyone 
was registered, andthe childrenwere 
ready to be tuckedinto their roll-away 
beds (provided by the Holiday Inn). 

The families were very pleased, 
and gave many thanks to someone 
who just took the time to care.

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City of Romulus Continues 
Recycling Promotions 


After one year of recycling activities 
in the City, Romulus officials are encour- 
aged by public participation, but will still 
continue to promote the recycling op- 
portunities available to their residents, 
with hopes that recycling will become a 
part of their daily life. 

"Our Recycling Drop-off Center is 
averaging over 300 cars a month, and 
we are Capable of accepting two times 
that amount, but the numbers have been 
steady for the past three months, and 
we want an increase," stated Jeffery 
Martell, the City Recycling Coordinator. 

Martell points out that only an esti- 
mated 1,200 to 1,500 residents recycle 
each month. "Three hundred cars, with 
an average of a family of four per car, 
equals about 1,200 residents, and our 
population is close to 23,000. By that 
standard, the amount of residents recy- 
cling is small; we want to reach the other 
21,000," said Martell. 

City officials are aiming for one pro- 
motional project on recycling per month. 
In the past few months, Romulus has 
encouraged a Home Composting Pro- 
gram, where residents can learn to use 
composting materials made from their 
own grass Clippings and yard wastes to 
enhance their lawns or gardens. "We 
still have literature available from the 
Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources that can tell a resident every- 


thing they ever wanted to know about 


ccemposting, but were afraid to do," 
Martell said. Residents are encouraged 
to contact the recycling coordinator for 
the information brochures. 

"Our Drop-off Center is growing, but 
we think our residents need to be more 
informed about the advantages of recy- 
cling, so a recycling information bro- 
chure will be mailed to every residential 
address in Romulus, with hopes that it 
will draw attention to the importance of 
recycling," Mayor Beverly McAnally 
stated. "Look for the brochure to arrive 
at your home during the month of July." 

The brochure will have information 
on recycling, how to prepare the recy- 


clable products, and composting, and 
will give the dates of the recycling drop- 
off days in the City. "It is an important 
issue. We still need to increase aware- 
ness about recycling because, in the 
Not-too-far future, our city may need to 
implement a curbside pick-up program 
for recyclables, and people will need to 
know how to do it," stated McAnally. 

As part of the continuing promotion 
of recycling, the City is also providing 
‘sit-down' restaurants with placemats 
that announce the recycling program in 
town. "How many times have you sat in 
a restaurant, waiting to be served, with 
nothing to do but read the menu? Well, 
we are providing tray liners and 
placemats with recycling information on 
them for the public to read," Martell 
stated. "It's a fun gimmick, but, if you 
think about it, we feel it will get the 
message across." 

Martell also stated that residents 
who participate at the Drop-off Center 
can now identify the volunteers more 
easily because they will be wearing a 
green recycling shirt. "People always 
have questions but sometimes they don't 
know who to ask, so, when they are 
unloading their recyclables at the Cen- 
ter, they can ask for information from 
one of the volunteers." 

"We are looking for more participa- 
tion in this important endeavor. We think 
it is one of the easier things that resi- 
dents can do besides vote, and, as 
taxpayers, they can help themselves 
save money by recycling. It reduces our 
present costs and cuts down future ex- 
penditures for the City," McAnally said. 

Romulus residents are encouraged 
to call the City Recycling Coordinator at 
942-7592 with any questions concern- 
ing recycling. City officials are remind- 
ing residents that drop-off days are the 
second Saturday of each month (Au- 
gust 10 is the next day) from 9 a.m. to 2 
p.m. Romulus residents are also en- 
couraged to watch for important recy- 
cling messages on the Community Ac- 
cess Channels, 40 and 43.0

House Approves Off-road Vehicle Plan 
The House has approved an off- 
road vehicle (ORV) route and trail map- 
ping system, giving the green light to the 
State Department of Natural Resources 
‘to move ahead with new policies that 
limit where off-road vehicles can be 
driven on State forest property. ORVs 
often are the targets of criticism by envi- 
ronmentalists who say ORV riders cause 
erosion and wildlife damage. Under the 
new policies, ORV users would be able 
to ride only on land specifically posted 
as open. The Upper Peninsula is ex- 
empt from all “closed unless posted 
open” policies. 
Pesticide Warning Bill Considered 
Legislation that would require all 
commercial pesticide applicators to get 
permission from property owners be- 
fore applying the chemicals is being 
considered by the House. The measure. 
also would require pest control compa- 
nies to provide to their clients a written 
list of pesticides being used on property, 
and put up markers on property that was 
sprayed with “restricted use” pesticides 
that warn people notto enter the areafor 
at least 24 hours. The legislation ex- 
empts agricultural use of pesticides. 
Legislation Would Take Aim at Slum 
Landlords 
Two bills that would allow a munici- 
pality to put alien on any property owned 
by the owner of abandoned, dangerous 
buildings are being considered by the 
House. Landlords who buy houses, rent 
them for a while, then abandon them, 
often cause cities to bear the costs for 
demolishing the abandoned structures. 
Under the legislation, residential prop- 
erty only could be demolished if it is 
vacant, isn’t listed for sale or for rent, 
and was declared dangerous and unfit 
for living. The owner would be given 
Notice if the property was declared to be 
dangerous. 
Bicycle Helmets Would Be Required 
for Children Under Age Four 
Legislation that would require chil- 
drenunder the age of four to wear safety 
helmets while riding bicycles has been 
introduced in the House. The legislation 
aims to protect young children fromdan- 
gerous head injuries while riding as a 
Passenger or pedaling theirownbicycles. 
Studies show that elementary-age and 
junior-high-school-age riders are most 
at risk of headinjury while riding abicycle. 
Grandparents Visitation Bills Pass 
House Committee 
Grandparents would be able to seek 
visitation rights to their grandchildren 
under legislation passed by a House 
committee. Under the legislation, grand- 
Parents would be able to seek visitation 
in cases when the parents were di- 
vorced, legally separated, or had their 
Marriage annulled, or when such action 


was pending in court. Other conditions 
where the grandparents would be able 
to seek visitation rights include when the 
grandparents had established a custo- 
dial environment for the child, when a 
parent was living separate fromthe other 
parent and child for more than one year, 
or when the parents had never been 
married and were not residing in the 
same household. 
Blue Ribbon Commission on Career/ 
Technical Education Formed 

The House majority leadership has 
formed a Blue Ribbon Commission on 
Career/Technical Education, which will 
develop a Statewide focus on current 
vocational programs, business and la- 
bor units, and educators. The panel, 
which will report its findings by October 
1, will recommend ways to improve on 
existing programs, examine the role 
business should play in helping schools 
provide training, and recommend ways 
to help students make the transition 
from school to the workforce or continu- 
ing education. 
District Courts Could Share Work- 
loads, Reduce Costs 

The House has approved a bill that 
would allow district court judges from 
neighboring districts to share arraign- 
ments, warrant and bail hearings, and 
appointment of legal counsel for defen- 
dants. This would allow the courts to 
operate in a more timely and cost-effi- 
cient manner, reducing the need for 
expensive weekend sessions in some 
courts. : 
House Bills Designed to Lower State's 
Infant Mortality 

Bills recently approve d by the House 
would help lower Michig_n’s high infant 
death rate. One bill would require State 
health officials to send parents who file 
birth certificates informational brochures 
about parenting skills and community 
services available to new families. An- 
other measure would provide screen- 
ings for harmful levels of lead in the 
systems of all children eligible for Med- 
icaid, with in-home follow-up visits to 
lessen lead exposure. A third bill would 
establish a State Child Mortality Review 
Panel to collect and analyze data about 
infant deaths, in order to develop new 
laws and programs to help more Michi- 
gan children survive the first year of life. 
Legislation Would Ban Illicit Motel 
Room Parties 

State lawmakers have approved a 
measure designed to prevent underaged 
drinking and drug use, and to protect 
hotels from damage caused by unsu- 
pervised parties. The bill would make it 
illegal for someone to rent a room that 
would be used for specific illegal pur- 
poses, including use or possession of a 
controlled substance, alcohol consump- 
tion by minors, or activities that cause 
damage to a room or its contents. The 
misdemeanor penalties of up to 90 days 


in jail and a fine of up to $500 would: 
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apply to people who occupied the room 
themselves or who allowed the illegal 
activities by others. 
Landlords Would Be Barred from Ob- 
taining Attorney Power from Tenants 

There have been reports of land- 
lords demanding a power of attorney 
from prospective tenants who are older 
or who have mental or physical handi- 
caps. This can lead to financial abuse, 
since the power of attorney gives that 
landlord control of not just the tenant's 
rent money, but other parts of the house- 
hold budget as well. This practice would 
be prohibited under a bill recently ap- 
proved by the House. 
First-time Home-buyers Could Waive 
Property Taxes 

Under a new bill in the House, first- 
time home-owners would be exempted 
from local property taxes for the first two 
years they reside in the home. Support- 
ers of the bill say it would open the 
market to more home-buyers, creating a 
positive ripple effect in the entire local 
economy. Area businesses ranging from 
mortgage-granting financial institutions 
to neighborhood home-improvement 
stores would have a new source of cus- 
tomers, andthe local unit of government 
would have a more secure source of 
future property taxes after the exemp- 
tion period. 
Bill Would Require Corporate Coop- 
eration in Assessments 

A bill now before a House commit- 
tee is designed to prevent the lengthy 
and expensive court litigation currently 
going on between a number of Michigan 
communities and large corporations with 
Property in the area. Often, a corpora- 
tion will go directly into litigation about its 
assessment, ratherthan workingin good 
faith with local assessors, giving them 
the information they need to make accu- 
rate and fair assessments of the 
property's value. The legislation would 
require the corporations and assessors 
to hold conferences to share informa- 
tion about the property, to avoid dis- 
putes, andto resolve differences quickly 
with minimum disruption of revenue for 
the local governments and schools. 
House Considers Regulations on 
“900” Numbers 

Many businesses and organizations 
offer “900” telephone numbers to con- 
sumers for goods, services, informa- 
tion, or other purposes. The House is 
considering legislation that would regu- 
late these numbers in order to prevent 
unscrupulous operators from misrepre- 
senting their fees and services, and 
taking advantage of consumers. Among 
other provisions, the House bill would 
require local telephone companies to 
maintain identifying information on all 
“900” operations, and to provide this 
information to telephone customers who 
request it. The bill would also require 
“900” services to clearly tell Michigan 
callers the rate or fee for the call that will 
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appear onthe customer's telephone bill, 
and the caller would have to give clear 
permission before the “900” call was 
connected. Local phone companies 
would also be required to offer free “900” 
blocking to customers. 
Bill Would Broaden Dental Care for 
Migrants, School Children 

Programs that offer free dental hy- 
giene services to groups such as mi- 
grant workers and lower-income school 
children have operated in a legal “gray 
area,” since Michigan’s health laws al- 
low hygienists to operate only when 
assigned to a licensed dentist’s estab- 
lished patients. A House bill recently 
approved by State lawmakers would 
allow hygienists to offer their services to 
populations that are currently under- 
served by dental care, under certain 
circumstances. 
New Law Allows Video Screens in 
Cars 

A new State law clears the way for 
automobile manufacturers to begin pro- 
duction of cars for the future Intelligent 
Vehicle Highway System. The law al- 
lows television receivers or other visual 
viewing screens to be installed in cars 
within the driver's view. The screens can 
be used in "smart" cars as on-board 
navigational aids and computerized road 
maps. The proposed Intelligent Vehicle 
Highway System uses roadside radio 
transmitters that operate on an audio- 
interupt system to announce traffic con- 
ditions and advise appropriate evasive 
action to avoid delays. 
Legislation Would Outlaw Tobacco 
Vending Machines 

The Michigan House is considering 
legislation that would ban cigarette vend- 
ing machines in the State. Supporters 
say the banwould help discourage smok- 
ing among minors. Nearly one million 
minors begin smoking each year, and 
vending machines account for 16% of 
the illegal sales of cigarettes to minors. 
Violations would be a misdemeanor, 
punishable by more than six months in 
prison and/or a fine less than $1,000. 
Six other states have enacted similar 
legislation. 
Bills Would Allow Regulation of Nude 
Entertainment 

Three bills that passed the House 
would allow townships, villages, and 
cities to regulate or prohibit commercial 
nude entertainment. Many nightclubs 
offering nude entertainment often skirt 
State liquor control or public health regu- 
lation by not serving alcoholor food. The 
legislation would allow each township, 
village, or city to decide whether to pro- 
hibit nude entertainment, in accordance 
witharecent U.S. Supreme Courtruling.
